SHALL CATTLE PAY DUTY? 


There have been some interesting hearings 
before the Committee on Ways and Means in 
Washington this last week. The question was 
raised whether a duty should be put on im- 
ports of cattle, and since out of a total of 
217,000 head of cattle imported in 1896, 216,- 
000 came from Mexico, it would seem that a 
general duty would actually apply chiefly to. 
the Mexican stock, 





Nobody can deny that the cattle raising in- 
dustry in this country is at its height, and can 
certainly not be considered an “infant” indus- 
try, and therefore it is not likely that we 
would import any cattle except those that we 
needed absolutely for our trade. Of bringing 
lean cattle from Mexico into Kansas to be 
fattened there, a speaker before the com- 
mittee held that in this case they might truth- 
fully be considered to be raw material. It 
seems to us that a duty of 25 per cent., or 
even 3) per cent. ad valorem, is a very high 
rate, and all the Mexican cattle imported for 
fattening purposes could stand. It is evident 
that when this law was framed it was in- 
tended to hit Canada, with the result as 
aforestated. A $10 a head duty is by all 
means prohibitive, and would certainly result 
in a loss to the State of Kansas of all the 
money which is paid by the cattle men for 
corn and grain for feeding purposes. Compe- 
tition in the meat and slaughtering trades is 
already very close, and a reduction in the 
available number of cattle for slaughtering 
purposes would make the competition only 
keener, and in all probability would raise the 
price of beef to the butcher and to the con- 
sumer, and that is certainly not what is 
wanted, 


— 


THE EMBALMING LIE. 

A correspondent in the New York Times of 
last Sunday, in an article entitled “‘Western 
beef or none,” resurrects to life again the old 
lie that Western packers and slaughterers, in 





order to preserve their meats, saturate or rub 
same with an “embalming fluid” for the pur 
pose of preserving it where transportation in 
refrigerating cars is impracticable. 

About fifteen years ago when the Eastern 
butchers were desirous of creating prejudice 
against Western beef, some one invented this 
lie for the purpose of creating a strong preju- 
dice among the public against Western beef. 
Since then this article has made its entry 
into every city, town and hamlet in the 
United States. No fair minded man can fail 
to admit that Western beef is a first-class ar- 
ticle, that nine-tenths of the butchers of the 
United States are handling it, and that it is 
as good and salable as any other kind. With 
the exception of the very heavy cattle killed 
in New York, largely for hotel purposes, 
there is no meat that can rival Western beef, 
and it is therefore absurd at this stage to try 
and create a prejudice which should have 
been, and certainly has been, long overcome. 
Western beef is no more “embalmed” than 
Eastern beef is, and whatever competition 
there is between them must be based on merit 
and not on lies. No matter how baseless an 
accusation may be, and no matter how little 
foundation of facts may exist for an asser- 
tion, just let is be directed against the “West- 
tion, just let it be directed against the “West- 
you will have no difficulty of finding some 
otherwise intelligent paper that will print it. 
Let us have fair play. The Western packers 
may be dreadful competitors, and some of 
their doings and manner of procedure may be 
the subject of criticism, but after all they do 
not “embalm” their beef. The Western pack- 
ing house is no undertaking establishment. 


THE USE OF MINERAL WOOL IN 
PACKINGHOUSES. 


We have inquiries frequently from people 
in the trade intending the erection of cold 
storage warehouses or the construction of 
cooling rooms, asking what material should 
be used to be placed between the walls as a 
non-conductor of heat..We have several times 
stated that the first necessity for good insula- 
tion is good material and good workmanship, 





and in buying same our patrons should not 





principally a good, strong insulating paper, | 


look so much upon price as upon quality, 
since only the best quality will give the great- 
est satisfaction. Air spaces have been found 
to be of excellent service in chill rooms where 
meat is to be cooled, but it is natural that 
where any food products are stored for any 
length of time, rats and mice are apt to eat 
through the insulation, and they find no dif- 
ficulty in doing that if same consists of saw- 
dust, or felt, or sheathing paper. For this 
reason, the use of mineral wool has become 
general in well insulated packing houses, 
since in addition to being a non-conductor, it 
is rat proof and fireproof. While the insula- 
tion may be a little dearer in the beginning, 
good insulation will soon pay for itself by a 
smaller consumption of ice or coal, where re- 
frigerating machines are used. We can there- 
fore advise our constituents to be most care- 
ful in the original construction of their insula- 
tion, and to use mineral wool in preference to 
hair, felt or sheep’s wool or charcoal, or any 
of those non-conductors. 


FREIGHT ON FULLER’S EARTH. 


The attention of packers and refiners of 
lard and oils is called to the fact that the 
freight on fuller’s earth from Eastern ports 
to the West will be increased on Feb. 1 about 
2 cents per 100 pounds, or about 47 cents per 
long ton. This makes, of course, quite a dif- 
ference to those using the article, and very 
large consignments have been made from New 
York and Boston to the West in consequence. 
Those who have not yet provided themselves 
had better see that their orders are shipped 
before Feb. 1

The enforcement of the Pure Food act is 
too frequently carried out in a manner which 
is calculated to injure promising and highly 
valuable national industries. In Pennsyl- 
vania, for instance, the prerogative which the 
law’s minions exercise in search of real or 
alleged infringements of the act with regard 
to oleomargarine, is at times enforced in a 
highly objectionable manner. Nor will the 
feeling of unrest which such administrations 
excite be removed short of the abolition of 
the law which tolerates them. This puritani- 
cal sentiment is cropping up in Canada, sug- 
gested probably by the action of the British 
Legislature in such matters, and stimulated 
by the free importation of American com- 
pound lard. The latter, as is well known, is 
a composition of the real hog fat, cotton oil 
and beef caul fat, the cheapness of one of the 
ingredients rendering it practicable to place 
on the market an article which exhibits a 
cleaner and even a whiter appearance than 
the pure lard, and in a great many respects 
answers the same purpose equally well. 

A case in which the sale of a quantity of 
compound lard was sold under the name of 
pure lard, has recently been investigated in 
Ontario, Canada. It was proved beyond ques- 
tion that the manufacturer sold the article 
under its true name, and that the cupidity of 
the retail dealer overcame his sense of hon- 
esty by altering the labels to read pure lard. 
In such instances, legal restraint is necessary 
to prevent the occurrence of ‘like happenings. 
»If the retail dealers buy compound lard, prop- 
erly marked, from the manufacturers, and 
sell it as the pure article, their culpability is 
apparent.

PACKER HIDES.—The market is very 
firm at the advance, and some of the tanners 
say that they will not pay the price, and 
therefore keep out of the market. Tanners 
offer below the asking price, but the packers 
are firm in their demands, so that the trans- 
actions are not heavy. It seems to be the 
same old fight between packers and tanners, 
and it remains to be seen who will come out 
ahead. The packers claim that the short sup- 
ply of hides warrants them in asking even 
more than what they are now asking, and 
perhaps that is true, but, on the other side, 
the tanners say that with present prices of 
leather they would do better not to buy any 
hides. It can readily be seen that under such 
conditions the business cannot be active, and 
yet the packers are in an easy position, as 
they have no large stocks to carry.

The sale of 
10,000 natives last week cleared up all the 
surplus of that grade, so that no one salter 
has more than from one to three beds to of- 
fer. One slaughterer refused 9%c. for na- 
tives, 94c. being the lowest offer he would 
consider. Taken as it appears, the market is 
in a firm position, and with so little stock on 
hand it is hardly to be supposed that prices 
will go lower, so that the only chance for the 
tanner is to put up prices on leather. We 
quote:

SUMMARY. 


The market is strong on all raw stock and 
the supplies are small, so that it looks as 
though prices are likely to remain at their 
present high point for some time to come. 
There is no doubt that tanners realize that 
the supply of raw material is not large, and 
yet they hold off all they can in buying more 
to prevent the further advance of hides than 
in the expectation of lower prices. With all 
the talk of quiet trade and with the holiday 
dullness it is well known that there is scarce- 
ly any accumulation of hides anywhere, and 
to go in and buy a large quantity would make 
it necessary to buy at all the hide centers to 
get them. As we have frequently stated, 
there will probably be enough hides to make 
all the leather that will be needed, but tan- 
ners must curtail their output and must get 
more for their leather. At the present prices 
of hides and the quality at this time of year 
they are higher than they were in the stm- 
mer with natives at 10%c. In calfskins 
there is no stock to offer, and the tanners 
have but little on hand, some of them ad- 
mitting that they have not enough raw stock 
to keep their tanneries running for a week, 
and depend on getting such supplies as they 
cap in small lots. It will be fully two months 
before we have any material increase in the 
supply of calfskins, and from now until April 
the largest proportion of the lighter weights, 
which are the least desirable at the present 
time. Seldom, if ever, in the history of the 
hide trade in this country has it been as it is 
to-day, and with every probability that there 
will be but little change for some time to 
come.

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tion is barely covered by present prices, as 
planters are understood to insist upon old 
prices for their seed, which crushers gener- 
ally refuse to pay, preferring to shut down, 
as they wofk up the seed coming in on old 
contracts. This is said to be especially truc 
in Texas, from which very little oil is offer- 
ing; and hence small accumulations are re- 
yorted from that section, and nothing large, 
either in the Mississippi Valley or on the At- 
lantic coast. The compound lard refining in- 
terests are in the same state of suspended 
animation as they have been for months past, 
and as they promise to remain in so long as 
pure lard continues at present prices, which 
are as low as those of compound. As to the 
prospect of any improvement in the former 
staple, it would be risky to predict, so long 
as the present financial uncertainty and com- 
mercial depression exists, and as to when 
these shall be removed, it would be still more 
difficult to prophecy on the present outlook. 
There is nothing to do, therefore, but to wait 
for something to turn up; in fact, the whole 
trade and country seem to be following this 
policy, and the example of Mr. Micawber. 
Even were it possible, it is doubtful if any 
one would attempt to force business under 
present conditions, with the prospect of 
months of tinkering and log rolling at Wash- 
ington, with our commercial and financial leg- 
islation, and their consequent unsettling of 
the basis of all values, and even of confidence 
in the future, so necessary to business pros- 
perity, which will never be permanent so long 
as these periodical raids of the protected in- 
terests on Congress are possible, with every 
success obtained by them in our national poli- 
tics. If any evidence of this were needed, we 
have it ready at hand in the trade returns of 
Great Britain for the past year, which has 
been one of the most prosperous in her his- 
tory, while one of the worst in ours, simply 
because she has a settled political economy, 
with both her financial and commercial or in 
dustrial policy established upon a_ business 
and not a political basis, with which politics 
and elections have nothing to do. So this 
country must fix its business legislation be- 
fore we will enjoy permanent and general 
prosperity.

MANUFACTURE AND PACKING OF 
SAUSAGE CASINGS. 


Part 3. 

BEEF ROUNDS (Continued).—In the 
packing room take them from the barrels and 
shake well a half a dozen times, a set in each 
hand, which separates them in case they may 
have stuck together. Place on bench, where 
they must be given a thorough inspection for 
holes, knots and fat, and there also graded. 
In cold weather put under pressure an hour 
of two, after which take out and shake as 
before; salt, and pack 185 to 199 sets per 
tierce, average 190. Regular rounds can al- 
ways be packed 130 to 140 sets without put- 
ting them under the first press, as for export. 

BEEF BUNGS.—Save all, large and 
small, free from holes and bad scores, and 
pack No. 1 as near about 400 pieces to tierce 
as possible. It may be necessary to use more 
salt on some than others in order to make a 
respectable packing in the tierce. Bungs 
should always have more salt than either 
middles or rounds, and plenty of pickle. Small 
bungs, cut bungs and bad scored bungs 
should be packed No. 2. Inspect by blowing. 

BEEF BLADDERS.—Large 13 inch and 
over, small 10 to 13 inch. No part of neck or 
point should be measured to get at length. 
Measure after folded ready for packing. 

NARROW-WEASANDS should not be less 
than 2 or more than 2% inches in width un- 
der any circumstances. The width is regulat- 
ed by_the amount of wind you put into them 
and the weight they are subjected to in dry- 
ing room. About 2 Ib weight is all right. 


SAUSAGE RECEIPTS. 
BRUNSWICK SARDINE-LIVER SAU- 
SAGE. 

For 100 Ib use 32 Ib hog liver, 28 Ib enn 
pork, 16 Ib raw leaf fat, 24 Ib fresh lard, 
Ib good sardines, well washed, and © cad 

as follows: 

Cut the liver into narrow strips and wash 
it with cold water; then scald it thoroughly 
to extract the blood, which is essential for 
obtaining a white sausage. Allow to drain, 
chop fine, add the lean pork previously cooked 
(but not soft) until also moderately fine. Now 
the raw leaf, which should also have been 
previously scalded, and then the boiled fresh 
lard. Chop all up very fine, add the spice 
and sardines and mix well. 

The spice is as follows: 5 oz. salt, 54% oz. 
fine white pepper, 2 oz. 46 gr. fine white 
ginger, 1 4-10 oz. mace, 2 oz. 46 gr. marjoram 
finely ground, 1 4-10 oz. thyme finely ground. 

Fill into short middle guts about 10 inches 
long, not too tight, and cook in boiling water 
from 25 to 30 minutes. These sausages 
ought not to be pricked. After cooking they 
are immediately put into cold water which 
has to be frequently removed, until the sau- 
sages are perfectly cool and firm.

ABOUT BEEF EXTRACT. 


The manufacture of beef extract as prac- 
ticed by the packers in the United States is 
distinctly different from the methods pursued 
by such.concerns as the Liebig Company and 
others in South America. The beef extract 
as manufactured in the United States is 
largely a by-product of the meat canning in- 
dustry, while in South America it forms the 
principal product of a well developed manu- 
facture. With the object in view the manu- 
facture of beef extract varies considerably; 
the principal difference consists, however, 
only in the manner in which the thin beef ex- 
tract liquors are produced, solutions from 
which the beef extract propér is prepared by 
careful concentration. 

The materials from which beef extract is 
produced in the United States are the so- 
ealled blood waters (cellar waters), obtained 
by soaking fresh meat in ice cold water. This 
meat is afterwards worked into canned 
“roast beef,” or beef hams, corned beef, etc. 
The meat soaked in such manner consists all 
of large pieces, as required for its further 
purpose. The water has but little chance to 
penetrate into the large pieces of meat and 
extract much of the substances which form 
the valuable components of beef extract. The 
yield is correspondingly small. Another raw 
material used in the United States is the 
liquor obtained in soaking sausage meat in 
cold water. Owing to the finely divided con- 
dition of such meat, the yield of beef extract 
substances is relatively large. However, 
practice has shown that sausages made from 
“soaked” meat are lacking in the desired 
taste and flavor as well as in “‘keeping”’ quali- 
ties. The practice of soaking sausage meat 
for beef extract liquors has therefore been 
largely, if not entirely, abandoned. Another, 
and perhaps the largest source of beef extract 
liquors, are the soups obtained in the canning 
departments in cooking fresh meat for “roast 
beef,” ete. The soups obtained from cooking 
corned beef contain too much salt and salt- 
peter to make a desirable raw material. We 
do not believe that much corned beef soup is 
worked into beef extract to-day. At one time 
efforts were made to separate the salt and 
saltpeter from the corned beef soups by dyal- 
ysis, but the apparatus required for this pur- 
pose is so expensive and the results after all 
so little satisfactory that this dyalytic (as- 
motic) process has never found much favor. 
The corned beef soups are therefore rarely 
used for beef extract. Occasionally fresh 
meat is used for no other purpose than the 
manufacture of beef extract; but it requires 
specially favorable conditions of the markets 
to allow the packers to do this on a profitable 
basis. Head and cheek meats, hearts and 
other meats, ordinarly only worked into sau- 
sages, are used in such cases. Still another 
raw material for beef extract the packers 
find in the “canning bones.” By allowing 
such bones to soak for an hour or two in 
water at 160° to 180° F. a liquor is produced 
which contains practically all the constitu- 
ents of beef extract, and which answers at 
least very well to be mixed in with other 
beef extract liquors. If the bones are, how- 
ever, soaked too long or in water of too high 





a temperature, too much gelatine is extracted 
from the-bones, and the beef extract. made 
from such liquors is too gluey. The proper 
way’ of mixing the different liquors at the 
disposal of the meat canner for beef extract 
purposes is one of the principal things to be 
learned. Formerly the concentration of the 
different soups, blood waters, etc., was prin- 
cipally done in open vessels. The different 
liquors were usually concentrated separately 
to about one-twentieth of their volume. The 
resulting liquors were then freed as much as 
possible of the resulting sediment, salts, meat 
fiber, coagulated albumen, ete. The partly 
clarified liquors were then mixed either with 
more blood water, or some fresh blood, were 
then brought to a boil, which caused the 
blood albumen to coagulate and enclose or 
otherwise mechancially hold fast all impuri- 
ties. By a simple filtration through cotton 
flannel bags or through a filter press, the beef 
extract liquors were obtained perfectly clear, 
of a gold brown color, requiring only relative- 
ly little further concentration to result in “heef 
extract of the desired strength, etc. This Jast 
concentration always did require considerable 
sare and attention. It was either done ‘in so- 
ealled vacuum pots, with or without stirrers, 
or on revolving steam heated cylinders, so ar- 
ranged as to prevent, as far as possible, the 
burning or scorching of the extract, which is 
very apt to occur when the extract begins to 
assume a greater consistency. The revolving 
eylinder evaporator found much faver among 
beef extract makers. It is much easier 
handled and requires less attention than 
vacuum pots, and the product compares fair- 
ly favorable with that of the ordinary 
vacuum pots, with or without stirrers. 

Beef extract is brought on the market in 
two forms, as paste or solid extract, and as 
fluid extract; either is always brought to a 
certain standard by each manufacturer, 


which is accomplished by the addition of 
small quantities of water, salt, etc. The salt 
is also added to preserve the extract, es- 
pecially the fluid compound.

ABOUT ECONOMIES IN THE MANU- 
FACTURE OF DRIED BLOOD. 


(Continued from Dee. 19.) 


The blood coagulum as emptied from the 
cooking tank or vat is in the form of a soft, 
more or less jelly like mass, which holds the 
water with great tenacity. Even the best hy- 
draulie presses will rarely reduce the mois- 
ture of this mass to less than 55 or 60 per 
cent, 
occurs, 





If cooked carelessly, as it frequently 
especially in Eastern

than 60 per cent. moisture. 

But not only that a large portion of the 
water retained in the press cake; the 
liquid which is extracted from the solid mass 
carries off a very considerable portion of the

Even with the most 
careful cooking—provided no special efforts 
are made to precipitate all the albuminoid

The packing houses 
where 15, and even 20 per cent., of the nitro- 
gen carried off and lost with this press 
liquid are not rare; this liquid, instead of be- 
ing of a light yellowish color, is in most cases

But it is not 
only the loss of this material which should 
he avoided for pecuniary considerations; these 
albuminoid substances getting into the sewers 


loss 


and catch basins do very rapidly go into put- 
rid fermentation, and then give cause to a 
large portion of the offensive odors charac- 
teristic of so many packing houses. This loss 
and the accompanying nuisance may easily 
be avoided in a most economical manner. All 
that is necessary is to precipitate (coagulate) 
all the albumen and albuminoids contained in 
the blood, and precipitate them so completely 
that the coagulum assumes a grainy, almost 
saund-like form instead of the jelly like ap- 
pearance now so prevalent. Long continued 
steaming will partly attain this object, but 
not so completely, quickly and economically 
aus the following process: Start to cook the 
blood in the ordinary manner, either in a 
tank or a box (preferably the first one). Just 
before the blood comes to a boil turn off the 
steam, pour into the cooking tank for every 
1,000 gallons blood about 20 to 30 quarts of 
au strong solution of ferric sulphate, prepared 
by dissolving or suspending 10 to 15 pounds 
dry ferric sulphate in the 20 or 30 quarts 
solution. Then turn steam on again and bring 
to a lively boil, which needs only last a few 
minutes, sufficient to agitate and mix the 
thoroughly. The appearance of the 
mass will change very quickly; the albumin 
will be completely precipitated and will read- 
ily separate from the accompanying liquid. 
The liquid itself will assume the light yellow- 
ish color. If such blood is brought under 
pressure, the larger part of the liquid will 
readily separate from the solid material, re- 
sulting in a press cake, which is not only 
much drier than the cakes otherwise pro- 
duced, and in a liquid which is almost free 
of any nitrogenous matter. 

Any good press will reduce the moisture of 
the cake to 40 per cent. The increase of the 
total yield of ammoniates in the cake will at 
least be 10 per cent., and will even reach 25 
per cent., resulting in 8 pounds dry blood per 
bullock, where formerly only 6 and 7 pounds 
have been obtained. 

The increase of yield, amounting to be- 
tween 114% to 2% cents per bullock is not the 
only advantage gained; of labor in 
pressing to coagulum reduced, as the 
ecoagulum is much reduced in volume, though

not in the actual weight of the dry material. 
The cost of handling the press cakes and dry- 
ing same is reduced. How much this reduc- 
tion can be, a few figures will show. Suppos- 
ing we boil the blood of 1,000 cattle in a care- 
less manner, without special efforts, which 
would yield 6,000 pounds of absolutely dry 
blood; the eake would weigh 15,000 
pounds, or be equivalent to a mass contain- 
ing 60 per cent. moisture, of which 8,334 
pounds moisture must be evaporated in the 
dryer to obtain 6,666 pounds dried blood con- 
taining 10 per cent. moisture. If we boil the 
blood of another 1,000 cattle properly and 
with the addition of ferric sulphate, the 
yield may be increased to 8,000 pounds of ab- 
solutely dry blood, contained in a press cake 
with 40 per cent. moisture, or of an absolute 
weight of 13,333 pounds, containing 5,333 
pounds moisture, of which 4,445 pounds 
must be evaporated to result in 8,888 pounds 
dried blood, containing 10 per cent. moisture. 

In the first case we must therefore handle 
and dry 15,000 pounds press cake, evaporate 
8,354 pounds water, and obtain 6,666 pounds 
dried blood. In the we must 
handle and dry 13,333 pounds press cake, 
evaporate 4,445 pounds water and 
8,888 pounds dried blood.

While such an increase of the yield is hard- 
ly probable, except in extreme cases, still it 
is apparent that even such largely increased 
yield will be produced at a smaller cost for 
labor and fuel. The cost of the chemical 
trifling compared with the saving. 

But the advantages of the “ferric method 
of cooking,” as we may term same, do not 
stop here. A trial will soon convince any ob- 
serving operator that the quality and appear- 
ance of the “ferric blood” is much better 
than that of the ordinary dried blood. The 
dryer will produce the blood in much drier 
condition; packers who have been troubled in 
producing blood containing 16 per cent. am- 
monia will soon find that they can dry their 
blood sufficiently to come easily within the 
desired guarantee of 16 per cent. ammonia. 
Furthermore. it will be noticed that the ferric 
blood when coming from an Anderson tube 
dryer. for instance, or any other well agitat- 
ing dryer, is so much disintegrated that it 
may directly be conveyed to a screen, and but 
a very small percentage of the ferric blood 
will be found too coarse to pass the screen, 


Is 


and later pass inspection as ground blood. By 
sending the small percentage of screenings 
once more through the dryer all the blood can 
be obtained in “ground form” without ever 
passing a mill. 

The advantages enumerated should be suf- 
ficient to induce every progressive packer to 
make a trial with the ferric method of cook- 
ing blood. There however, another ad- 
vantage to be named, which last is not the 
least of them. Any packer who has been com- 
pelled to store dried blood for any length of 


Is, 


time, knows about the tendeney of dried 
blood to decompose and lose considerable 
part of its ammonia; the strong ammonia 
smell in the “blood bin” and the “white 
streaks” appearing through the blood pile 
are sure indications of decomposition and 


loss of ammonia. Ferric blood, in our experi- 
ence, has never shown such indications, and 
yet it has lost none of its fertilizing qualities; 
it is sufficient to wet ferric blood and expose 
it to the atmosphere to find ample proof that 
it is still in a condition in which it is readily 
absorbed by the soil and the vegetation. 
Among our friends of the smaller 
packers may say that the ferric method may 
be a good thing for the big fellows who keep 
their blood separate, but not for those who

mix it with the tankage; to these shortsighted 
friends we would like to say: You may never 
be able to prove to your own satisfaction that 
the ferric method really results in gains for 
you. Nevertheless, whether you can obtain 
the comparative figures or not, you may rely 
upon it that the ferric method is the one you 
need, and really need very much more than 
the big fellows.

No. 25. 

STOCK FOR MILLED SOAPS. 

By a good stock soap is understood one 
that is free from rancidity or tendency to 
split when dampened, but takes the stamp 
well, is not too sharp, does not effloresce, and 
does not turn off in color when made up into 
first quality toliet soap. 

To produce such a soap the following ma- 
terials are suitable, the formula having stood 
the test of long continued practice: 4,000 
parts best tallow, 500 parts best lard, 450 
parts best Cochin cocoanut oil. 

The quantity of 40° B. pure 
caustic lye having been put into the kettle, 
direct steam is introduced, and the melted 
fat runs gradually in, forming a curd with 
the boiling lye. After continuing the steam 
for three or four hours, 2 to 3 per cent. of 
brine are added by degrees until the curd 
becomes gradually waxy and combination is 
complete. Another couple of hours’ boiling 
follows, and then the soap is separated by 
40° lye, until an abundant curd is again 
formed, whereupon it is left boiling for a few 
hours longer, and the lye run off after set- 
tling, to be subsequently used again for 
cleaning dark fats and resin. 

The second stage consists in adding gradu- 
ally a 2° to 3° B. solution of soda (calcined 
soda equivalent to 2 per cent. of the weight 
of fats being taken), accompanied by steam 
heat, until the soap becomes a thin paste, 
and—after boiling for a few hours more, and 
salting out with dry salt—continuing the boil- 
ing by direct fire heat without steam. A good 
curd, free from froth, is soon formed, and the 
fire may then be drawn, leaving the soap to 
stand in the covered kettle all night. 

Next day, after the under lye has settled 
out, the weightiest operation—that of grind- 
ing the soap—is commenced, care being nec- 
essary not to over or undergrind. After again 
carefully testing the fitting, the soap is 
ground with 2° to 3° B. brine. or weak lye, 
and after standing in the closed kettle for

forty-eight hours, is put into iron frames 
holding about a ton. 
This soap will be found to have all the 


properties for a first-class toilet 
The same process is followed for in- 
ferior qualities, only the fats need not be so 
good, 

SOME NEW DEPARTURES IN THE SOAP INDUSTRY. 

Under this heading we have gathered to- 
gether some illustrations of recent improve- 
ments in the soap industry. We do not mean 
to imply that we have selected what, in our 
opinion, may be the best improvements. Our 
selection has been made rather with a view 
to showing in what direction commercial en- 
terprise and scientific research are taking 
place. 

In many of the new soaps which, in recent 
years, have been placed upon the market, 
powdered pumice stone has been a conspicu- 
ous ingredient. In place of this E. Uebrig 
now uses fine sawdust, “‘wood flour,” ground 
wood, and similar vegetable fiber. 

Spaeth’s new method of soap analysis is 
aimed at the detection of foreign matters. He

advises extraction with alcohol in a Soxhlet 
apparatus, the soap being contained in a ves- 
sel designed for the investigation of butters. 
The method is said to be very useful in fac- 
tories when time is valuable. It leaves the 
insoluble residue present in a given soap in a 
condition easily available for further ex- 
amination. 

A curious soap is being made at Wiris- 
hofen, in Germany, from cocoanut oil and 
other ingredients. In principle the method of 
manufacture is as follows: Caustic soda lye 
is run into cocoanut oil, the mixture being 
kept well stirred, and then there is added to 
the saponified mass a mixture of extract of 
tormentil, tincture of tormentil, sassafras oil, 
sandalwood oil, oil of fennel, and oil of vio- 
lets. The extract of tormentil imparts to the 
soap a bluish brown tint. 

Cold saponification has recently been the 
subject of an investigation by R. Henriques. 
He says that all glycerides capable of sa- 
ponification, according to the method of the 
Koettstorfer test, may also be saponified in 
the cold by means of petroleum spirit and 
semi-normal or normal alcoholic soda. The 
process is carried out by directing the oil or 
fat in the spirit, and then adding the soda. 
Saponification sets in almost immediately, 
but it is advisable to let the mixture stand 
one night, and, in the cases of waxes, as wool 
fats, twenty-four hours should be allowed. 
The samples may then be proceeded with in 
the usual way by titration. 

In a new soap which has been perfected by 
J. Stockhausen, castor or other oil is 
sulphonated,.the excess of sulphuric acid be- 
ing removed by means of sodium chloride. 
Then 60 kilograms of caustic soda lye, 36° 
B., are added to 100 kilograms of sulphonated 
oil, and the mixture is constantly stirred. An 
acid soap is thus obtained in a gelatinous 
state, which may be further neutralized with 
alkali, if necessary. It is said that this soap 
possesses certain advantages when used in 
dyeing operations and in the preparation of 
textile fabrics. It is perfectly soluble in 
water, and gives a clear solution. 

This last paragraph suggests a brief notice 
of a recent paper by F. Kraft and H. Wig- 
low. Since soaps as a general rule are nearly 


insoluble in water at the freezing point, de-. 


terminations of molecular weight by the 
eryoscopiec method are impossible. The au- 
thors have endeavored to use the ebullio- 
scope, but without success. Sodium salts of 
the higher fatty acids, or the real soaps, on 
being dissolved in water, raise its boiling 
point; but if sufficient soap be added to form 
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a concentrated solution, the boiling point falls 
to nearly the original point of the water em- 
ployed. : 

On cooling such a solution it solidifies to a 
gelatinous mass. There is only one class of 
substances—namely, the colloids—which dis- 
solves in water without affecting its vapor- 
pressure, and hence it is concluded that the 
sodium salts of the higher fatty acids, which 
are the true soaps, must be colloids. 

In the manufacture of soft soap a new de- 
parture has recently been made by W. Han- 
ley. He says that potassium chloride, in the 
proportion of 4 per cent., may be substitited 
for the potassium carbonate hitherto em- 
ployed, and that it produces a very much bet- 
ter article. 

T. Marie, experimenting with commercial 
stearic acid and other fatty acids, oxidized 
it with alkaline permanganate. From the 
mixture of acids produced, he isolated an 
acid by taking advantage of the great solu- 
bility of its barium salt. This acid boiled at 
184°—185°, and had the odor of valerianic 
acid. The barium salt, however, is stable, 
and does not possess this odor. Hence it is 
concluded that, contrary to the generally-ac- 
cepted views, normal, and not iso-valerianic, 
acid is produced on the oxidation of the 
stearic acid. 

Among neW soap extracts we notice the fol- 
lowing by A. Luher: 180 parts of soda are 
dissolved in 300 parts of boiling water. In 
this solution is allowed to melt 200 parts of 
pure soap, having a base of turpentine and 
ammonia, to which is added 200 to 300 parts 
of dried, sifted, neutral soap. The soap thus 
obtained is dried, shredded, or divided into 
threads, and mixed with a pulverized neutral 
soap by agitation in the proportion of 100 
parts of the former to 200 parts of the Jatter, 
two-thirds per cent. of caustic ammonia be- 
ing also added.

The Peter Cooper Glue Company, Brook- 
lyn, will erect a two-story frame factory 
building, 18.10x105.4, gravel roof, at a cost of 
$2,000. It will be located at the northeast 
corner of Maspeth and Gardner avenues. 

Final details of the sale of 100 acres of 
land, north of Hall’s brickyard, on the river 
front at Ecorse, Mich., to the United Alkali 
Co., Limited, of Great Britain, said to be 
the largest manufacturers in the world of 
soda ash, caustic soda, sal soda, ete., have 
been ‘consummated.

It is said that later in the winter or early 
spring much more extensive improvements 
will be put in. The total capacity is to be 
1,500 hogs a day and from 50,000 to 100,000 
cattle a year. It is understood that large 
financial interests are back of Mr. Shufeldt, 
and that there will be no backward steps in 
his present ambitious plans, 
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* Congressman Walker, of the Third Mas- 
sachusetts District, who deals in leather, is 
reported by a Philadelphia paper to be in 
favor of Congress voting cattle men a bounty 
of from 50 cents to $1 a head on the Hides of 
all the cattle they raise. Mr. Walker's chief 
reason for this proposal is that there are sey- 
eral million, more or less, politically dis- 
gruntled cattle raisers in the Western States 
who yoted this year for Candidate Bryan, 
and who would, if given a trifle by the Re- 
publican Administration on each hide raised 
by them, vote in 1900 for the Republican can- 
dicate. Mr. Walker's idea is very unique, to 
say the least.

Packers are sellers, and outside trade rather 
light. Hog receipts continue to be light, 
rather disappointing to packers. The fresh 
meat trade has taken quite a spurt in the last 
few days. and less regular stuff is being 
made. Packing for the year is about a haif 
a million hogs less than for the same period 
last year. Prices for all products a great deal 
lower. More foreign inquiry is noted ibis 
week. The future course of the market, we 
believe, depends on receipts of hogs and 
speculation. Low prices are bound to attract 
outside buying, and there does not seem to be 
any indication of overwhelming receipts at 
present.—J. C. Wood & Co. 

Provisions.—Outside of some covering of 
ribs and pork by packers, there was but a 
small trade in hog products. Hog receipts 
were as expected, with 40.000 estimated 
Thursday. Stocks are smallaccording to the 
reports made to the secretary of the Board of 
Trade, and it is strongly hinted that they are 
even smaller than the returns show. Prices 
deviated but very little. 

To-day’s market’ belonged to the sveculat- 
ors and not to the investors. The same condi- 
tions exist now and are just as apparent as 
they were earlier in the season. The way the 
market acted Wednesday, we believe, barring 
a slight break Thursday, it is a purchase. A 
good, strong Southern demand for hog pro- 
ducts will shortly spring up. For four or five 
years the raising of hogs in the South has 
gradually increased, but the failure of the 
corn crop in some parts of the South and the 
high prices for cotton will be an incentive for 
the Southerner to devote his energies to rais- 
ing cotton instead of hogs.—E. S. Murray 
& Co.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 

T. G.. FORT WORTH.—The following 
recipe for mince meat will orove satisfactory: 
Cover two Tb of beef with boiling water, sim- 
mer until tender and stand aside over night 
to cool. In the morning chop it. Shred and 
chop 2 Tb of beef suet. Pare, core and chop 
4 ID of apples. Chop 1 ID of citron, % Tb of 
lemon peel and 1 Tb of candied orange peel. 
Stone two pounds layer raisins. Pick, wash 


seedless raisins. Mix all these together, and 
add the juice and rind of 2 oranges, 2 lemons, 
2 nutmegs (grated), 4 oz. of cloves, Y oz. of 
cinnamon, 4 oz. of mace and 1 teaspoonful of 
salt. Mix again and pack in a stone jar. Mix 
1 quart of sherry or good .home cae wine 
with 1 quart of good brandy, pour this over 
the mince meat, cover closely and keep in a 
cool place. 

SOAP MAKER, TROY.—Sodium alumin- 
ate is a powerful detergent, even more than 
sodium silicate. It is chiefly found in Green- 
land in the form of cryolite, and may be read- 
ily prepared from it by boiling it with lime. 
Cryolite is a double aluminum and sodium 
fluoride, giving up the whole of its fluorine to 
the lime. leaving a mixture or compound of 
alumina and soda.
